HIGH  AREAS. 

l^iK'ht  ureas  of  high  pressure  were  charted.  Five  lirsl  appeared  in  the  far  northwestern  por- 
lioii  of  the  continent,  and  three  in  the  North  Pacific  States.  Tlie  geni'ral  course  of  the  areas  was 
over  or  to  the  nortliwan!  ol'  the  (Ireat  Tjaki^s,  thence  (o  the  .Xthnitie  sealioard.  The  areas  were  for 
tile  most  pai't  i|uite  feeble. 


LOW  AI>i;.\S. 

'i'wehe  areas  of  low  pressure  were  eharted.  J-'ive  lirst  appeared  in  ti\e  far  northwestern  portion 
of  the  continent,  one  in  the  North  Pacific  States,  one  in  the  .Middle  I'aeifie  States,  one  in  the  South 
Pacific  States,  oiu>  in  the  (Julf  of  Mexico,  one  near  Bernuula,  ami  one  in  the  Lower  St.  Lawrence 
Valley.  Tiie  general  course  of  the  continental  areas  was  over  or  to  the  northward  of  the  Great 
Lakes,  thence  to  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lnwrcnee  and  Newfoundland.  The  two  systems  wliieh  reached 
our  ifaritime  ports  on  the  'J'Jnd  and  2(ith  respeelively,  were  very  energetic,  causing  heavy  gales. 
The  tropical  disturhance  which  appeared  near  Bermuda  on  the  1st.  apparently  remained  in  close 
proximity  to  those  IslamK  until  the  8th,  when  it  passed  out  to  sea.  .\  very  stormy  period  was 
cNperienci'il    ill    Heriniida    during   the    presence   of  this  .system. 
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GENERAL  SYNOPSIS  OF  TEMPERATUKLl  AND  PRECIPITATION. 

The  following  tal)lt'  is  intended  to  sliow  the  average  values  of  temperature  and  i)recipitatioii 
for  each  proviuee  for  the  mouth  under  review.  District  and  Provincial  means  would,  under  ideal 
conditions,  be  derived  from  stations  situated  in  equi-areal  squares.  But  since  in  reality  they  are  so 
situate  as  to  appear,  rather,  constellation-wise  upon  the  map,  anomalous  values  arising  from  local 
topographical  peculiarities  may  have  received  more  than  their  just  weight  in  the  computation  of  the 
following  averages. 

"Where  no  difference  from  normal  is  assigned,  observatious  over  a  period  long  enough  for  refer- 
ence are  not  available.
